In the same mail came about 1100 
eeeds of the rubber, CasUlloa Elastica,

trees. Last year he sent for 2000 seeds 
ef this same rubber from Mexico and 
Ceylon, but they <fld not arrive In true 
condition. 
The seeds which have U»t arrived 


will hg planted out at once- in the 
nursery in good soil and a shady place 
out of the wind. The germinating of 
these needs will be watched with Inter- 
est as both the Commissioner and ento- 
mologist have a high opinion of the 
Oastilloa and have been urged to ob- 
tain seeds. These will be planteu at 
the Government nursery.

But the Hawaiian 


article has a flavor which is retained in 
canning." 
"Our canned pineapple," said a mer- 


chant yesterday who Is interested in tb« 
industry, "has the finest flavor of any 
pineapple grown in any part of the world. 
There are several distinct varletlw of 
the pineapple but that grown here Is gen- 
erally recognized as far superior to any 
«f them The Industry here is y£t in its 
infancy, but if properly handled now It 
should become a prosperous one. There 
is a large area of land in the islands 
which Is suitable for their production and 
there is no danger of over-supplying the 
American market as the dealers on the 
mainland will take all the canned pine- 
apples we can grow and also pay us fancy 
prices for them. In the San Francisco 
market the Hawaiian article fetches a 
much better price than the local canned 
pineapple. I hope that the Industry pros- 
pers as well as I think It will and if it 
does it will amount to a considerable 
item for this Territory "

of the visit was the inspection of Gov- 
«n"lr»ent forests, with a view to their 
extension, and this action was practi- 
cally decided upon. The Governor and 
Commissioner spent four days on Maul, 
arriving at Makena Tuesday night and 
returning Saturday night The greater 
portion of their time was spent In East 
Maul, thouKh a goodly part of the is- 
land was seen on the horseback trip. 
Considerable time was spent In an ef- 
fort at adjustment of water' and land 
4uestlons about Polipoll Spring, though 
no complete settlement was made. 


'There is scarcely any homestead 


land on Maui no\\," said Governor Dole 
upon his return yesterday. "We ex- 
amined the land In the Kula district 
but there will be very little land avail- 
able there until the present leases run 
out 


•'The moat of our attention was given 


to forest matters. We examined the 
foreests north of Makee anu beyond 
Puuolai anu found them in goou con- 
dition. The forest Is protected down 
to the Hamakua ditch, the first and 
best ditch. Below that rthe cattle range 
on both private and Government lands, 
and It Is the object of the Government 
to lower the forest lines to the next 
ditcn and to the public road. 
This 


plan will be carried out, I think. 


"The corn belt on Maul looks green 


and fine; very green for this time of 
the year; some ot the corn is ripening 
now. They will have a harvest there 
of somewhere near 10,000 tons. The po- 
tatoes IB the Kula district are not do- 
ing so well this year, nearly the entire 
crop having been killed off by the 
blight soon after planting."
